Asserting that present earnings are 
inadequate to pay a fair return on 
investment, attorneys for the western 
railway committee today will present 


to the interstaie commerce commission 
a brief demanding an immediate in- 


i crease in freight rates. 


The brief, which was made public 
here yesterday, declares that a five year 
test has shown that the western roads 
cannot obtain the fair return contem- 
plated by law with the present tariffs. 
It adds that the eastern and southern 


roads have steadily increased their 
earnings during the same period. 


Seeks Relief for Future. 

“The western carriers have no 
means of recovering past losses, the 
document continues, “ nor do they 
seek to do so. They have, however, 
applied to the interstate commerce 
commission for relief, in order that 
in the future they may maintain 
an adequate system of transportation 
under conditions that will be fair to 
shippers, employés, investors and own- 
ers, and in the interest of the public 
at large. 

“The inadequacy of present earn- 
ings in the western district has not 
been denied. There was some slight 
improvement in 1925, but the gain 
over the amount needed to provide 
a return on the investment made in 
the properties during the preceding 
year was so slight that if this same 
relative increase were to continue 
in the future it would take the west- 
ern railways twelve years to reach 
the earning power prescribed by law, 
or to equal the earning power of their 
properties in 1916.

In these circumstances there can 
be no duty resting on the western 
lines to give further trial to the present 
general freight rate levels, The law 
does not contemplate that carriers 
in any rate group shall struggle along 
year after year with plainly inade- 
quate earnings. The years 1923, 1924 
and 1926 show the effect of the pres- 
ent freight rate level. The rate struc- 
ture has been tried out and found 
wanting. 


Insist Farmers Share Burden. 


In the present case we have shown 
that it is now necessary to raise slight- 
ly the general level of freight rates 
in the western district if adequae 
transportation service is to be main- 
tained. We have shown that the prod. 
ucts of agriculture and live stock 
should reasonably and properly con- 
tribute their share, along with other 
commodities, of the increased rates. 

We have shown that during the 
period of depression products of ag- 
riculture and live stock were given pre- 
ferred treatment in the matter of 
freight rates, and that even under the 
Pp advances they will still be 
in a relatively favored situation in re- 
spect to other commodities, conipared 
with the period before the war.”

THE NEXT WAR. 


Secretary of the Treasury Mellon has made 
public a letter he wrote to the President regarding 
the Italian debt settlement. Mr. Mellon hopes the 
argument he made in his letter will induce the 
senate to speed its ratification of the terms to which 


as we could, Mr. Mellon says; and now if: we reject 
those terms, what chance have we of getting more 
favorable ones later on? This settlement has been 
approved by the commissioners, the President, and 
the house of representatives. Will Italy ever agree 
to pay any more than these Americans have al- 
ready signified is fair, merely because the senate 
refuses to approve the settlement? Italy will not, 
says Mr. Mellon, and in refusing to negotiate anew 
she will not impair her moral credit. 

The argument is conclusive as far as it goes. 
This country will never get more than 25 cents on 
the dollar of tts loans to Italy, Mr. Mellon con- 
cludes that we must choose between that settle- 
ment and nothing, and to him that means we must 
take the settlement. We are by no means so cer- 
tain his choice is the better. 

The senate cannot entirely ignore the political 
consequences of a debt settlement. Mussolini's 
Italy is a menace to the peace of Europe, and hence 
to the prosperity of the United States. Our country 
will be serving its own interest, to say nothing of 
that of the rest of the world, if it does all in its 
power to impair Italy’s war making ability. The 
money Italy owes us may be our contribution to 
the next war or its prevention. 

Italy cannot fight much of a war without foreign 
money to help her. One question for our “senate 
to consider, then, is whether Italy’s offensive 
strength will be weakened more by payment than 
by nonpayment. In other words, will an Italy 
which owes more than two Dillion dollars to the 
United States and pays nothing on it de able to 
borrow more readily in future than an-italy which 
pays the United States only 85,000, 00 a year? The 
$5,000,000 annuity is hot much of a burden on a 
country as large as Italy and it is a negligible 
payment on a debt of $2,000,000,000. It is only one- 
fourth of 1 per cent interest, but if we allow Italy 
to pay it she can parade before the world as an 
honest debtor deserving of further crédit. If Italy, 
on the other hand; is placed in the position of 
repudiating her debt, Mussolini might ‘find credit 
more difficult to obtain if he decides, as so many 
dictators before him have decided, to embark upon 
a war of conquest. 

The problem is not so simple as Mr. Mellon seems 
to think. He says it is a choice between something 
and nothing; in reality, it is a choice between 
nothing and next to nothing. Congress cut taxes 
$387,000,000 and our government is still going to 
collect $2,300,000,000 from the taxpayers this year. 
We are setting aside $500,000,000 a year for the 
service of the national debt. Italy’s $5,000,000 is 
lost in the company of such figures. If we could 
make European peace more secure by refusing to 
accept Italy’s money, the price would be a small 
one. 

Italy’s annual payments for the next five years 
will be $5,000,000; in the following ten years they 
will increase gradually to $18,000,000. At the end 
of the next decade they will reach $26,000,000, 
barely 1 per cent interest, 25 years after the settle 
ment. becomes operative. It is not until the final 
payment, 62 years hence, that Italy will pay as 
much as 4 per cent interest. Many observers sus- 
pect that the children and grandchildren of the, 
men who negotiated the settlement will not be 
eager to meet its heavier exactions, when the time 
comes. The senate need not rush to approve a 
settlement which yields almost nothing in the years 
in which it is at all likely to be carried out. 


McKINLEY ON GUARD. 

Senator McKinley is not given to promiscuous 
speech making in Washington. When he speaks 
on the floor of the senate, therefore, it is fair to 
conclude that the matter he is discussing has 
been studied with great care. His remarks a few 
days. ago on the Gooding bill indicated clearly that 
the long and short haul controversy has received 
his close attention, 
His analysis was clear in thought and statement. 
The senator showed that the bill would benefit 
only the jobbers in the so-called intermountain 
territory between the Rockies and the coast range, 
and that it would work untold hardship upon in- 
dustry and agriculture throughout the middle 
west. 

Senator McKinley's voice was the voice of the 
middle west. Irreparable damage to the prosper- 
ity of this section will result if other middle west- 
ern representatives are less mindful of the inter- 
ests of their constituents.

WATERMELON SEED TEA. 
ATCH out for a run on the 
watermelon seed market! A 
professor in the University of 
South Carolina, as a result of 

very careful investigation, comes to two 
conclusions about the medical uses of 
watermelon seed tea. One is that it will 
reduce high blood pressure. The other 
is that it is good for acute bladder 
troubles, 

This gentleman, named Barksdale, had 

heard the housewife stories of the cura- 


tive properties of watermelon seed tea, 


and he concluded to investigate. Being 
a scientific man, he went at his job in 
a scientifiC way. He examined to find 
if watermelon seed had any medical 
properties. He found that when given 
in large doses it would kill experimental 
animals. That settled that point. If a 
drug is capable of killing an animal when 
given in excessive doses, there is a chance 
that it may help cure in certain diseased 
conditions—at least it has what the scien- 
tists call “ physiological properties.” 
— 

The next step was to find what was 
the agent of power. He concluded that 
watermeion seed had no alkaloid, say 
like morphine, found in opium. The next 
set of tests showed that there was an 
active chemical in the seed and just 
where it belonged in the rank of chem- 
icals. 

When. this refined chemical was used 
it gave the same effects as those given 
by the cruder watermelon seed tea. Ex- 
periments on animals and clinical tests 


and the chemical extract had consider- 
able power in reducing moderately high 
blood pressure. 

No person who has had high blood 
pressure should conclude that he can 
take a daily dose of watermelon seed 
tea and then continue foolish ways of 
living and have his blood pressure fall 
or stay down.

Urges Study of Farm Problems. 


The board, which is supported by 
manufacturing, mining, transporta- 
tion, and public utility industries; as- 
serted that its sponsors must study 
and understand the problem of the 
farmer, because farm production is 
closely ‘woven in the national economic 


structure 

Diffusion of corporate ownership 
among city dwellers had increased 
materially the interest in and under- 
standing of industrial problems, the 
board said, while the average farm 
represents a capital/of about $12,000, 


and isolated, naturally have tended

Expenses Race, Prices Lag. 

The farmers’ weakened position ir 
meeting foreign competition was at- 
tributed to the tendency of his ex- 
penses to raise more rapidly than the 
prices of his produce.

High Altitude Flying 


Secret of Scheme. 


BERLIN, March 7.—(4)—A ten to 
twelve hours’ air service between Ham 
burg and New York is the aim of 4 
newly formed scientific research 80 
clety for aviation in higher altitudes, 
known as the Gesellschaft Fuer Hoe- 
henflugforschung,” established here. 

By finding a means of flying at an 
altitude of from six to seven miles the 
scientists of the society hope to solve 
the transoceanic aviation problem. It 
is pointed out that in the lower atmos- 
pheric regions airplanes are seriously 
hampered by verfical squalls, fogs, and 
thunder clouds; to which are added, off 
the American coast, blizzards, hurri- 
canes, and cyclones, none of which 
occurs in the higher strata. It is ex- 
pected also that such an altitude would 
increase the speed of airplanes to 270 
miles or more an hour. 


The society is planning to investigate 
atmospheric conditions several miles 
above the earth by means of a specially 
constructed combination of flying lab- 
oratory and observatory. The pilot 
would be installed in a specially heated 
cabin and the members of the expedi- 
tion clothed in suits to protect them 
against cold and intensified rays of the 
sun in the rarefied atmosphere.

All attribute his marvelous ability to 
the strength in his arms and his fault- 
less takeoff. Hoff, who is a better than 
average sprinter, tears down the run- 
way at full speed. He never chops 
his stride and has the takeoff timed 
perfectly. He has perfect control of 
himself in the air and releases the pole 
with apparent ease. 

Tall but Slender. 

The Norwegian is 26 years of age 
and is more than six feet tall, slender 
and sinewy. He uses a bamboo pole 
seventeen feet long, which he guards 
carefully. The pole is wrapped with 
black electric tape before every per- 
formance, and afterward is carefully 
stowed in a long aluminum case with 
‘locks at both ends. This case is fit- 
‘teen feet long and five inches in diam- 
eter. ’ 

Hoff uses two feet of the pole for 
balance. This two feet can be unjoint- 
ed, but the vaulter’s hands never 
reach it. In his record breaking effort 
Hoff asserted his uppermost hand was 
12 feet 6 inches high on the pole, Which 
is very light but strong enough to 
carry Charley’s 172 pounds.

Six states. buying nearly 40,000 Bob Whites, 
broke all records for yearly importations of 
these birds during 1925, and the conserva- 
tion departments aren't through shopping, as 
1926 will see many more thousands of quail 
brought in.

There, as here, the war initiated a 
great redistribution of wealth. Although 
there was not nearly so much in the 
jackpot, the redistribution probably has 
been relatively as great. One parliamen- 
tarian has said that before the war not 
half a million people in the country pos- 
sessed over $500 apiece. Today half the 
adult population have savings averaging 
half that amount. Half the people own 
government securities, and the diffusion 
of ownership of private corporations is 
said to be relatively greater than among 
ourselves—as there are about 8,000,000 
British owners and we figure that there 
are probably 15,000,000 here, a much 
smaller proportion of the population.

The New York Ernies. 


New York, March 17.—([Special.]—

Reverse Their Fatalism. 


Last week a decline of equally abnor- 
mal rapidity was taken as proof that 
nothing could check the fall of prices. 
The truth is that such a mental attitude 
and such hysterical rusing backward and 
forward proves nothing except that a pe- 
culiarly excited and ignorant constitu- 
ency has been running amuck in the 
stock market ever since last summer, 

Much was said, at the time of last 
November's preliminary downward reac- 
tion from the absurd heights to which 
prices had been carried, of the infatua- 
tion which the speculative “ outside pub- 
lic” had displayed. But this turns out 
to have been a minor matter when com- 
pared with the infatuation of professional 
Wall street. 

For sheer financial’ footlessness the 
conduct of the pools ” (which popularly 
are supposed to be managed by seasoned | 
speculative experts) has probably had 
only one parallel in recent times, and 
that was their action in the period of 
financial] illusions, the autumn of 1919 
and the spring of 1920.

TERM BONDS OF 
8500, 000,000 


Washington, D. C., March 7.—[ISpe- 
cilal.}—The treasury has again turned 
to long term securities in carrying out 
its program of debt retirement and re- 
funding, and tonight announced an 
offering of twenty-thirty year 3% per 
cent bonds as the means of meeting its 
requirements. 

The issue, dated March 15 and ma- 
turing in 1946-'66, will be for $500,000,- 
000 or thereabouts, and will be offered 
at 100%. It is the first long term 
operation since 1922, and its effect on 
the market is awaited with more than 
usual interest. 

In announcing the issue, Secretary 
Mellon called attention to the fact 
that the treasury already had invited 
sales direct from holders of $100,000,- 
000 in third Liberty loan bonds for 
use in the cumulative sinking fund, 
while about $615,000,000 in treasury 
four year notes mature as of March 
15. 

There will be some additional cash 
required also to meet minor interest 
payments, so that, altogether, the 
treasury must take care of about 
three-quarters of a billion dollars in 
outgo during the month of March. 
The March operation is expected to 
reduce the outstanding amount of fed- 
eral securities by about $225,000,000. 
The treasury will accept maturing 
treasury notes in payment for the 
new issue, but Mr. Mellon emphasized 
that there would be no preference 
given such subscriptions.

Legal investments by legislative acts of the States of New York and New Jersey for all 


The Port of New York Authority is a municipal corporate instrumentality created by a treaty 
between the States of New York and New Jersey, with the approval of the Congress of the United 
States. The Port District has an estimated population of 8,000,000 and comprises roughly the 
territory within a line drawn from Port Chester across through White Plains, over to Yonkers, across 
the Hudson River to Piermont, down on the Jersey side, passing behind Passaic and Paterson and 
taking in all the industrial territory of Hoboken, Jersey City, Newark, all the way to South Amboy, 
across again to the New York side, taking in the complete area of the City of New York. 


These bonds are issued for the purpose of constructing two bridges between New jersey and Staten 
Island at an estimated aggregate cost, including interest during the period of construction, of 
$16,706,000. The estimates of cost allow liberal margin for contingencies but in the remote event 
that additional funds are required the Port Authority has power to issue such additional bonds as 
are necessary. The States of New York and New Jersey are advancing jointly the sum af $4,000,000, 
yable in five equal annual instalments, beginning in 1925, toward the construction of these bridges. 
y the terms of the Acts authorizing these advances repayments are specifically subordinated to the 
obligations of the Port Authority on these bonds. 
These bonds are direct and general obligations of The Port of New York authority and, in the opinion 
of counsel, will be secured by a first lien or charge upon revenues and tolls arising out of the use of 
the two bridges. The Port Authority covenants to establish and maintain adequate tolls and charges 
for the operation and maintenance of the bridges, payment of interest and principal and payments to 
reserve fund, and the performance of this duty may be compelled by any Court of competent jurisdic- 


tion upon application by any bondholder.

STOCKHOLM, March T7.— Tun TRIB- 
UNE learns that negotiations are being 
carried on between the United States 
department of agriculture and a Swe 
dish company of navigators for the use 
of the famous Paulin Aneroid barom- 
eter to give frost. warnings to orchard 
owners and cyclone warnings in the 
hurricane zonés of the United States. 

Mr. Paulin, a young Swedish invent- 
or and civil engineer, has made it pos- 
sible to register on the aneroid barom- 
reter the slightest changes in pressure 
and atmiosphere. It registers a differ - 
ence in atmospheric pressure when it 
is removed from a table and placed on 
the floor. For years it has been used 
on airplanes, enabling the flyer to 
determine his height by a signal disc 
with a turning needle. 

Want Stations in U. 8S. . 

Now the United States authorities 
have requested the, inventor to con- 
struct a special apparatus intended 
to give frost warnings in California. 
The scheme is to build up a number 
of frost warning stations with Paulin 
aneroids all around the California 
mountains. The Paulin machine, it is 
said, registers changes quicker than 
other known barometers can indicate 
the arrival of a frost. The. pressum@® 
of the atmosphere rises swiftly when a 
frost is coming. 

' Warns of Cyclones. 

When reversed, the Paulin machine 
can be used to register a swift decrease 
in atmospheric pressure, signaling the 
coming of a cyclone. The intention is 
to build a network of cyclone warning 
stations, fitted with Paulin's machines, 
in the whole area menaced by cyclones. 

The Swedish crown prince is highly 
interested in the techniqpe of the sci- 
ence.

Peach trees in southern L[ilimois are 
loaded with ripe fruit in the imagina- 
tion of growers who have been out in 
their orchards feverishly picking oben 
buds during the last few days in their 
attempt to figure out in advance the 
crop for this year. It is none too early 
for the sage orchardista to go scouting 
among their trees to see what the pros- 
pect is for the .coming season, and 
their estimates are often made with 
some degree of accuracy even this 
far in advance. 

There may be rough sledding ahead for the 
peach grower, if the wishbone weather 
profits prediction of an early spring comes 
true. The warm days io early spring may 
encourage the tender peach buds to start 
opening too soon, only to be nipped or 
killed by heavy froste later.
